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UNITED STATES—PHILIPPINES. 

According to “ Engineering News” (New York) of 2nd inst., the

British Africa.—The trade of the British possessions in the south 
and west of Africa are given under one heading in the French 
trade volume, an arrangement which renders it impracticable to 
differentiate the value of the trade of France with Cape Colony and 
Natal from that of the British Colonies on the west coast. The 
imports into France, however, from British South Africa, must be 
quite unimportant and chiefly confined to wool in the grease, as 
will be seen by the following figures, the total value of imports 
into France from all British African possessions combined, in 
1900, amounting to only 612,000/. (as compared with 1,252,000/. 
in 1899), and of this 365,000/. represents the value of the 
imports of oil nuts and oil seeds, and 164,000/. the value of 
the imports of oil, all of which articles are tropical produce. 
Wool in the grease to the value of 38,000/. was imported into 
France in 1900 (as against 82,000. in 1899) from British Africa 
(probably Cape Colony and Natal). 

Egypt.—The imports into France from Egypt in 1900 were 
valued at 1,651,000/., and the total French trade with Egypt in 
1900, though showing a slight improvement as compared with 
1899, was less than in either 1898 or 1897. 

The following table may be interesting as showing the compara- 
tive growth of French and British trade with Egypt in the years 
1896-1900 :—

Trade of France with the African Continent in 1897-1900. 


Of the 2,051,000/. worth of goods imported from Egypt into 
France in 1900, 1,368,0001. represents the value of cotton and cotton 
seed, and 90,000/. dried vegetables. The exports from France to 
Egypt in 1900, valued at 1,147,0000., consisted principally of silk 
piece-goods (216,000/.), other piece-goods (154,000/.), made-up 
articles of apparel, wines and liqueurs, perfumery, soaps, &c. 

- Morocco and Tripoli—The total imports into France from these 
two countries were valued at 788,0001. in 1900, of which 547,0001. 
was for wool and skins. The rest of the imported goods consist 


almost entirely of agricultural produce. 


Of the exports from 


France to the same two countries valued altogether in 1900 at 
389,000/., sugar of all kinds was valued at 191,0001., raw silk 
87,0001., and silk manufactures, 17,0001. 


Other Parts of Africa.—Tho value of the total trade of France 
with all parts of Africa not previously mentioned, and includin 
the Independent State of the Congo, and all the Portuguese an 
German African possessions in addition to the French Colony at 
Djiboutil amounted, imports and exports combined, to only 
185,000/, in 1900, as compared with 157,000/. in 1899. The 
details reveal nothing of interest. 


“Cotton goods” is an important item in the French export trade 
to Africa. In the trade-volume, however, cotton piece-goods are 
not shown separately, but as “ tissus, bonneterie, passementerie et 
rubanerie de coton.” The following table shows the value of such 
goods exported from France to the African Continent in 1897-

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS.

en ? which the following is taken :— 
Stiles Beste in Previous to the recent decision of the 
Philippines. Supreme Court, the Government had been 


collecting duties on goods coming into the 
United States from the Philippine Archipelago at the same rates 
as those provided in the United States tariff. ‘The Court, however, 
by holding that the Philippine Archipelago was not a foreign 
country, rendered special legislation necessary for the enforcement 
of the tariff. 

Besides imposing the Dingley tariff on Philippine imports into 
the United States, the Bill declares that the Tariff Act of the 
Philippine Commission, which came into force on 15th November, 
shall remain in force as part of the Statutes of the United States. 

On and after the passage of the Act, the same tonnage taxes 
(see p. 597 of the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” for 26th December 
last), are to be raised on vessels coming from the Philippines as 
from foreign countries, up to such time as the coastwise 
regulations may come into force. 

It is probable that the Bill will be pressed forward with all 
possible speed in the Senate, thus checking the free importation at 
present existing on products from the Philippines and their 
consequent competition with domestic produce.

November, relative to the countervailing duties 
leviable in the United States on sugars 
produced in the Netherlands, the Board of Trade are now in receipt 
of a copy of a Circular addressed by the Treasury Dapartmant of 
the United States to the officers of Customs and others concerned, 
containing the following revised scale of countervailing duties to 
be levied on such sugars :— 

(1) On raw sugar, produced from beet roots, 1°38 fl. per 
100 kilogs. of hard refined. (The output of refined sugar from 
raw is computed by deducting from the polarisation of the raw 
sugar twice the glucose, four times the ashes, and 1} per cent. for 
loss in refining.) 

(2) On sugar refined from beet-root raw sugar, produced in the 
Netherlands, 1°57 fi. per 100 kilogs. 

(3) On sugar refined from imported raw sugar, ‘19 fl. per 
100 kilogs. in addition to the bounty, if any, allowed on the raw 
sugar by the country of production. 

The liquidation of entries covering sugars produced in the 
Netherlands after 1st September, 1901, may be suspended at the 
request of the importers until the next ascertainment and declara- 
tion under the provisions of Section 5 of the United States Tariff 
Act, and the additional duties on such suspended entries be 
estimated on the basis of the rates given above.

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The following is a list of some Decisions affecting the application

Pea hulls, which have been subjected to a process of cutting, are 
nevertheless free of duty as ‘“ vegetable substances, crude or 
unmanufactured,” under paragraph 617 of the Tariff. 

Chintz.—Cotton cloth known as “ chintz,” to which has been 
applied a composition dressing of starch and dyes constituting 
about 20 per cent. of the weight of the fabric, is not filled or coated 
cotton cloth within the meaning of paragraph 311 of the Tariff, but 
is dutiable as ‘‘countable” cotton cloth, under the so-called 
“ countable clauses” of the Tariff. ; 

Cuttle-fish are free of duty as ‘‘shell-fish,” under paragraph 659 
of the Tariff. 

Initial letters, cut or stamped out of paper gilded with gold leaf, 


- are dutiable under paragraph 407 of the Tariff, as “ manufactures 


of paper, not specially provided for,” at the rate of 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

Fire tiles, a species of unglazed tiles weighing about 100 Ibs. 
each, some measuring 36 by 15 by 3 ins., and some 30 by i5 by 3 
ins., are dutiable as tiles under paragraph 88 of the Tariff, and not 
as earthenware under paragraph 97. 

Surface-coated paper articles—Borders.—Articles known as 
“borders,” made from paper surface-coated with metal or a 
solution of metal, are dutiable as manufactures of paper, under 
paragraph 407 of the Tariff, at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem. 
Articles made from metal surface-coated paper are not dutiable 
according to the component of chief value, but, being made from 
surface-coated paper, are dutiable as manufactures of paper. 

Terpin hydrate is dutiable as a medicinal preparation not con- 
taining alcohol, and in the preparation of which alcohol is not 
used, under paragraph 68 of the Tariff, at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

Toy masks, composed in chief value of paper or pulp and in 
part of wool, are dutiable under paragraph 451 of the Tariff, at 
the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, as “ masks, composed of paper 
or pulp,” and not as toys, or as manufactures in part of wool. 

Acetic acid anhydrous.—The chemical article scientifically known 
as “acetic anhydride,” and commercially known as “anhydrous 
acetic acid,” is distinct in chemical composition from acetic acid, 
and is consequently dutiable under paragraph 3 of the Tariff as a 
“chemical compound, not specially provided for,” at the rate of 
25 per cent. ad valorem.

BRITISH ISLANDS IN THE PACIFIC. 


The “ North China Herald ” of the 4th ult. states that Ocean Island 
Pheenhetes.tm in the Pacific, situated about 30 miles from the 
0 P Island. Equator, and 200 miles west of Nonuti, one of 

n the Gilbert Group, is noted, according to Messrs. 
W. Crosby & Co., agents for the Pacific Islands Company, for its rich 
deposit of phosphates. There is no anchorage at the island, but 
mooring buoys are laid down, one on the north-west side and the other 
in the south-west corner. Steamers make fast to either of these when 
loading; the phosphates being lightered off to the ship. There is 
deep water right up to the shore. The Pacific Islands .Company 
have ‘a large plant at the island and they export the phosphates in 
considerable quantities to Australia and New Zealand. The 

Company holds the exclusive rights in connection with the 

phosphates deposit on the island, employing a staff of 220 hands. 

Ocean Island has been under British protection for some time, but 

it was only formally annexed a few months ago.

A despatch dated 7th inst. has been received at the Foreign Office 

Timbe from H.M. Legation at Belgrade, reporting that 

J a concession has recently been granted to Mr. 

Industry. Charles Hartmann, a Civil Engineer of Hanover 

residing at Bucharest, and Mr. Niclovan R Marinkovitch, Mayor of 

Belgrade, for the establishment of steam saw mills for the prepar- 

ation of wood for export, including apparatus for impregnating 
wood with sulphate of soda and making celluloid of wood. 


| 
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The term of the concession is twenty years. 

The privileges granted are exemption from taxation of all kinds 
also from Customs duties on all materials used in constructing the 
mills and for working them during the duration of the concession, 
the right of cutting wood in the state forests for the construction 
of bridges, works, buildings, &c., also to prepare wood for exporta- 
tion at the price of the catalogue of the Minister of Agriculture of 
the 22nd December, 1898, increased by 50 per cent. during the 
period of the concession. 

The price list gives the prices according to cubic metre, for fire- 
wood, and also by horse load. It also deals with branches, bark 
for tanning, gall nuts, acorns, resin. 

The forests included in the concession are those situated on the 
mountains of Goliya, Tzepouluila~Radotabelo and Pjskovo, as also 
those situated in the valleys between those mountains, and the 
Rivers Tchamera and Morovitza on the one side and the River Ibra 
on the other. 

A reduction of 25 per cent. is allowed on the regie tariff for carriage 
of wood on the.State Railways, and also for the transport of all 
material intended for the works, and for carrying on the undertaking. 
The concessionaires undertake on their part to lay out 1,200,000 
dinars (48,000J.) in the course of the first year, and until the end 
of the fifth year 5,000,000 dinars (200,000/.) to employ as far as 
possible the products of the country, to insure workpeople and 
their families against loss of earning power caused by sickness and 
death. To deposit as a guarantee a sum of 20,000 dinars on the 
signature of the concession, and to commence work within a year. 

They further undertake to cut in the first instance trees of 30 
centimetres in diameter, and to keep to a plan established by the 
Ministry of Agriculture, to cut in the above-named forests during 
the first three years 20,000 trees at least, and after the fourth year 
at least 40,000 trees a year. Furthermore, they agree to pay the 
Government instead of taxes and additional centimes, from which 
they are exempted, an annual sum corresponding to 7 per cent. of 
the net profits. 

It is possible that the foregoing information may be of interest 
to those desirous of opening up a trade in timber with Servia.

NORWAY. 
With reference to the notice on page 562 of the “Board of Trade 
Shiai oF Journal” for 19th ult., reporting that the 
35,000,000 Norwegian Storthing had authorised the raising 
aeneli he of a loan not exceeding 35,000,000 kroner, 


: chiefly for the purposes of railway construction, 
Public Works. &c., H.M. Consul-General at Christiania, in a 
further despatch, dated 13th inst., reports that the loan in question 
was concluded on the 11th inst., when the Finance Depart- 
ment accepted a tender from a syndicate which is officially 
stated to be composed of the following Scandinavian Banks :— 
“Centralbanken for Norge,” Christiania, ‘“ Stockho!msenskilda 
Bank,” and the “ Landmansbank” and “ Privatbank,” both of 
Copenhagen. 

The rate of interest is stated to be 34 per cent., amortisable in 
60 years. The rate of exchange is not divulged. 

The newspaper “ Morgenbladet,” in publishing the above 
information adds :—“ So far the official statement: it is, however, 
certain that other banks besides those officially named have also 
joined the syndicate. We commit no indiscretion in mentioning 
Behrens und Séhne in Hamburg and the Deutsche Bank in Berlin, 
and it is permissible to expect that the French market is also 
interested in the Joan. 


GERMANY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 374 of the “ Board of Trade 
— Journal ” of 21st November last, H.M. Com- 
Seentinen ot mercial Attaché at Berlin reports that the official 
Berlin, Decree creating a Chamber of Commerce in 
Berlin has now been published and provides 
for a membership of 36. It comprises the town districts of Berlin, 
Charlottenburg, Schéneberg, and Rixdorf. The new Chamber will 
come into existence on the Ist of April, 1902. 

Thus is at length decided the long controversy as to the con- 
version of the present Corporation of Merchants, which has existed 
some 80 years, into a Chamber of Commerce. This private body 
of leading commercial men refused to accept the proposals of the 
Government for its conversion; an independent Chamber of 
Commerce will be now established which will, consequently, not 
contain some of the leading merchants and bankers of Berlin. So 
that it appears that the private and old-established Corporation of 
Elders will continue to exist all the same without, however, having 
the official position of a Chamber of Commerce, such as the Prussian 
Government hoped they would accept.

the Been recently been made by the Emperor of 
Guesielien of Abyssinia to assure the free circulation of 
Gone, caravans throughout the Empire. The im- 


portance of this measure can be understood 
when it is considered that the country between the Ethiopian 
plateau and the sea is peopled by various tribes who are constantly 
at war with one another. This state of things caused very great 
inconvenience and annoyance to transport by caravans as, for 
instance, a caravan setting out from Djiboutil for Harrar with 
Somali camel drivers must stop at the Danakil frontier, unload 
and re-load and start again with Danakil camel drivers. Hence- 
forth camel-drivers of whatever tribe they may be will be able to 
take caravans from the starting-point to their final destination 
without fear of molestation. 


BRAZIL. 


The United States Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro reports that 

an the coffee trade of Brazil is undergoing a very 

healthy change. Forced by small dealers 

and planters are combining against the un- 

necessary expenses with which the trade has heretofore been 

encumbered—hardly noticeable when profits were enormous, but 

very onerous since the conditions of the market have become pre- 
carious through over-production. 

Heretofore, the planters shipped their coffee to the ‘ commis- 
sarios,” on whom they were more or less dependent financially, and 
the ‘“commissarios” supplied the wholesale dealers, who in turn 
sold to the exporters. 

The tendency is towards the abolition of the middlemen. The 
principal exporters have already commenced to deal with the 
planters directly, thus saving expense, time and friction, and 
benefiting producer and consumer.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of ‘the Board of 7 
Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increasing 
demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as 
it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish this new 
branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee composed not 
only of representatives of the various Government Departments concerned, 
but also of prominent. representatives of commercial interests, which was 
appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was requested to 
consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and of dissemi- 
nating among those interested prompt and accurate information upon 
commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, and 
the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a. result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become a 
centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall — 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it 7 
is the duty of the Branch, as: far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information jin reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may be 
addressed to it, whether written or verbal. ; : 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parligment Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899; its principal officer — 
under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 

partments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who. recently 
acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into the condition 
and prospects of British trade in certain South American countries. The 
“Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application being made: to it, to 
supply information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs; Hacise and 
“ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and Tonnage dues, and: other charges on 
Shipping ; Customs Regulations ; Consular Fees ; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
tions concerning Commercial Travellers ; Trading Incenses ; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties ; Lists of 
Firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, &c., ke. 
An Inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. poet , 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal. medium through which 
intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general information is 
conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close of 1899, was 
issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly at the price of 1d.
